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In fuch a cafe we might worry and deftroy each other, 
we might fill the Land with Blood and Mourning ; but 
the End mutt be returfing to the Point from which we 
ftarted, and fitting down at laft content.with this Difco- 
very (to be had on cheaper Terms) that fome Reftraint 
is the Source of Freedom. 

But it will be faid, to what does all this tend? Would 
you have us always burden’d with Debts and Taxes, as 
we are at prefent ?, Do you call yourfelf a Comforter, 
and pretend to take from us Hope? [ fhould be both 
Knave and Fool if I fhould. I am far from faying 
that you may not rid yourfelves of many Reftraints: I 
am not of opinion that your prefent Load of Debts and 
Taxes either ought not, or may not be leflened. So 
wide are my Thoughts from thele, that I fincerely wifh 
to afford you true and juit, inftead of chimerical and 
vain Hopes. . But from a View of doing this I had 
been filent ; and having this in’view, you cannot blame 
me if Lipeak. it depends on the next Parliament to 
procure for you thefe good Things, at leaft in fome 
meafure ; it depends on you to chufe fuch a Reprefen- 
tative as may do this ; and that you may know what 
you are doing in this Matter, fome Things mutt of 
neceflity be confider’d ; otherwife, inflead of ating fo 
as to leflen prefent Difficulties, you will run into tuch 
Practices as may bring yap into greater. Be not di- 
fturbed becaufe this Advice is convey’d to you ina 
Gazetteer: If you want Courage to examine and judge 
candidly every Council that is given you, how can you 
fuppofe yourlelves Lovers of Freedom ? I do but offer, 
it is with you to receive or reject. 

The War is the firft thing which ought to employ 
your Thoughts. It isan Affair of great Expence, a 


Bufinefs which nearly-eoncerns your ‘I'rade, a Matter of 


the lait Importance to you as a Nation. In the Choice 
of your Members therefore it becomes you to confider 
who are moft likely to behold this in a National and 
not a Party Light. I mean, who will be heartily for 
bringing it, by a vigorous Profecution, to a {peedy Con- 
clufion ; who, for making it the Subject of eternal Cla- 
mour, and the Ground of tedious Enquiries. Peace and 
War are indifputably in the Power of the Crown. But 
it is as indifputable, that when the Crown has entred 
into a juft and neceflary War for the Sake of the People, 
i¢ ought to be fupported therein by the People for their 
own Sakes. Neither can you doubt that Troops, Sea- 
men, Fleets are more neceflary in time of War, than 
examining Letters, Papers, Inftruétions, which .while 
Expeditions are carrying on, may tend to the Informa- 
tion of our Enemies, and which might at any other time 
ferve all Purpofes of Information to your Reprefenta- 
tives as well. It is the happy Conclufion of this War 
that all Parties feem to defire, and therefore this being 
fo, you ought to conceive nothing to the Prejudice of 
Gentlemen who have preffed for fuch Meafures as were 
neceflary to render us formidable to all our Enemies, tho’ 
they might be in fome degree uneafy to ourfelves. The 
Safety of the Nation at home, and its Honour abmad, 
are not Things to be dally’d with, by fuch efpecially as 
may be made refponfible for Mifcarriages they were not 
able to prevent. °Tis eafy for fuch as envy great Men, 
to find out plaufible Pretences for oppofing whatever 
feems mott likely to crown the Schemes of thofe great 
Men with Succefs. 


In the next place, confider what Candidates are beft 


acquainied with the Trade and Intereft of the Nation, 





and appear moft ready and moft-able to promote them. 
The Way to make us wealthy is, to encourage Indu. 
ftry and punifh Idlenefs. It is not enough for-this Pur- 
pofe that good Laws are made, they muit be alfo put in 
Execution. You cannot but remember how vigour- 
oufly the Government fupported the Aé for preventing 
the exceflive Ufe of f{pirituous Liquors, and yet you can 

not but know how by the Arts of fome Craft/men the 
People were ftirred almoft into a Rebellion in defence 
of their free Right of poifoning themielves, whereby 
that Aét was at laft ina good meafure defeated. Ina 
Nation where fuch Praétices prevail, it is impoffible our 
Manufaétures fhould flourifh, or Trade extend itlelf as 
it would otherwife do. Reafon affures us of this as well 
as Experience confirms it; and therefore, if you in ear- 
nett defire to fee the People everywhere bufy, the Poor 
thoroughly employ’d, and Commerce diffufing itielf 
thro’ the whole Ifland, you ought to beftow your Votes 
on Men who mean well to Traffick, and at the fame 
time know what they mean. A Declamation againit

is, to examine them candidly, and then to pull up their 
Roots. All this you have in your Power, you can 
judge well enough who will, and who can perform thefe 
Performances ; and fuch, you may rely on, will make 
proper Repretentatives. Such will aniwer the Ends for 
which they are ele®leJ, and do every thing you can in 
Reafon expect. e! t.cm, without ftanding in need of 
Directions, or defiring their fanguine Schemes to be 
countenanced by your Inftruftions. 

Thirdly and lafily, confider how far Gentlemen are 
or are not affecled to the prefent Government, for this 


you will in the End find to be of all othérs the Point of 


moft Importance. Our Conftitution is fo excellent in 
itfelf, and our Welfare depends fo ftrongly thereon, that 
he who would mount it up to an ablolute Monarchy, 
and he who would fink it to an Ariftocratick Principa- 
lity by pruning the Prerogative, would be alike an Enc- 
my tothe People. At prefent we have fo little to fear 
from the Crown, that fuch as would render us jealous 
of it are forc’d to affirm, your Danger lies in the Court 
it pays you. On the other hand, fuch as affeét to treat 
Monarchy itfelf moft rudely affirm they are abetted by 
Numbers, and fometimes talk in a very high Strain. 
But fure the People will {carce be angry without any Pro- 
vocation, or fuffer the Condefcenfion of the Crown by 
its Miniiters, the genuine Mark becaufe it is the necef- 
fary Confequence of our Freedpm, to be ftigmatized 
with the odious Name of Corruption. All Difputes 
about Government, all Alterations, nay all Atrempts to 
alter the Conftitution of a Country, are attended with 
the worft of Confequences, and we have late Experi- 
ence of this in other Places, and at home. A Century 
ago our Conttitution was iubverted by Men who pre- 
tended Zeal for Liberty, but when they got inco Power 
the People became Slaves. At the Revolution our Con- 
ftitution was not altered but adjufted, the Crown loft-no- 
thing which it had a well grounded Claim to, the 
Rights of the People were ftated and acknowledged. In 
this Situation we now are, and queftionlefs it is our In- 
tereft to continue in it. Such as contend for, if they 
could bring about an Alteration, might benefit them- 
felves, perhaps fecure fomething better than Places, but 
for the Nation in general, they mutt lofe. Whefever 
Property is there is Power, we hear often faid, and we 
know it to be true ; it is however not lefs fo, that tranf- 
ferring Power by an Act of the Legiflature is the readief 
Way to transfer Property, and it may be worth your 
Inquiry, how far this would be done by a Place-Bill. 
At all Events, you cannot avoid perceiving how perni- 
cious fuch Struggles would be at this Juncture, when all 
Europe fixes its Eyes on our Condutt, to which very pro- 
bably it may once more owe its Deliverance, 

I made it my Choice to exprefs myfelf in as few and 
as plain Words as poflible, that you might neither mif- 
take nor forget my Meaning. Confider then attentively 
and cooly thefe honeft and open Remarks as to the next 
General Eleétion, and I perfuade myfelf you will be-
